states and continents ami quick llighls 


from city to city, by means, of steam 
or electricity, it is curious to think ol' 
the time, only a century ago when, in 
this part of the country 
at 
least, 


travel was almost entirely by foot or 
horseback, on the 
original 
country 


roads that were mere widt-nings of 
the earliest trails ol' the 
Indian and 


the pioneer. 


In a bunch of old almanacs in pos- 


session of Mr. Henry Mueller are some 
printed in Cincinnati 
in 
the 
first 


years of the last century. 


The first of these old pamphlets, all 


dog-leaved and discolored 
with their 


years, was printed at Philadelphia in 
1790;'others at 
Philadelphia, 
Balti- 


more, Frankfort, and Lexington, Ky.; 
and then, in 1800, is one by Kobert 
Stubbs. 


It is impossible for one whose ear- 


liest years do not carry back more 
than half a century to have any idea 
whatever of the value of these little 
pamphlets to the people who received 
and read them a hundred and more 
years ago, in the humble village home 
and in the long cabin of the pioneer. 
The few pages of story and anecdote, 
remedies for ills of human nature, 
predictions as to weather, verses for 
each month, with the calendar there. 
for, were all treasures to the posses- 
sor's. 
Occasionally, as the 
facilities 


i'or obtaining printing paper and lor 
setting of type and printing increased 
a little the Almanac became more am- 
hitious to give the people something 
to spell out by candle light, such, for 
instance, as the following bit 01 travel, 
or a concise history ot the 
Indian 


-wars. From the journal of a "Tour 
Through the State of Ohio, During 
the Summer of 1809," says Mr. Stubbs, 
are taken the following excerpts: 


"On Friday, the 9th of June, with 


several gentlemen I crossed the Sciota 
on the way to Lancaster. I was not 
a little surprised that the inhabitants 
of Chillicothe would suffer the delay, 
and dangers of a ferry when a bridge 
might he thrown over 
that 
stream 


•with a considerable certainty of its

Horse in Tarlton sad proceeded to 
Lancaster. 


"Lancaster is a neat little town, and

The old paper is interesting,

because it recalls to the older resi- 
dents of the city the private bank of 
A. J. Smith, which was located where 
the Sparta Candy Kitchen now holds 
fortli on the west side of the public 
square, and because it reminds one 
of the reduction in the old rates of 
interest. In those 
days the 
banks 


brought 12 per cent for their money— 
one per cent a month—while today the 
recognized rate is from G to S. Then 
the Smith bank paid 0 per cent to de- 
positors; today from U to 4 per cent is 
the amount received. 


Ex-Mayor Ike Bigelow, now of Mar- 


ion, was a clerk in the Smith bank in 
the early fifties.

and buggy, loss of sleep as well as 
loss of other good cases which he 
might have had if he had remained in 
his office. 
It is a fact 
and we defy 


contradiction, that there is no class of 
men in the wide world that are as 
poorly paid for their services as phy- 
sicians. We know from our own per- 
sonal knowledge that physicians as a 
class lose fully one-third of all they 
make. 


And yet when doctors try to get to- 


gether and see if something cannot be 
done for their mutual protection, the

IN WATER WORKS 


SEVERAL 
LAWYERS 
PRESENT 


CASE TO JUDGE SEWARD IN 


COMMON PLEAS. 


Messrs. Boyles, Stasel, Kibler and Ow- 


en Followed Monday Afternoon by 


Judge Jones. 


In tlic case of Charles Va<lakin etc. 


vs. tlifj CHy of Newark (Water Works 
case) the arguments of the 
council 


were made to the court MondJty. ~~~ 


Mr. Stasel, counsel lor the 
defend- 


ants, asked the plaintiffs' counsel it 
they were willing to submit the case 
on its merits or on the testimony as it 
now stands, but Mr. Jones, counsel for 
the plaintiff replied that they would 
not do this, but simply on a motion to 
dissolve the injunction. 


Mr. IJoyles, representing Dennison, 


Fryor & (Jo., of Cleveland, opened the 
argument, 
claiming 
that 
it 
was 


through no fault of the city officials in- 
terested and the member of council 
that the water works bonds were not 
sold on December 15, l'J04, as the bids 
for the same were properly advertised 
according to law, and had it not been 
for the action of Mr. Vadakin and the 
Water company in causing the injunc- 
tion to be brought, the bonds would 
have been sold 
at that 
time. Mr. 


Uoyies then read the decisions, show- 
ing private sales to be legal and regu- 
lar, explaining them at the same time. 
Mr. Boyles declared that Mr. Veach 
is the master mind, the inspirer 
who wanted the action of selling the 
bands stopped, and who is back of all 
the litigation now pending before the 
court. Mr. Boyles declared that Judge 
Jones was employed by the Water 
company in this case, and that it was I 
on instructions from Mr. Veach receiv- 
ed over the telephone tnat ne proceed- 
ed to "get busy" and prepared the pe- 
tition for an injunction. T''he offer and 
advertisement of the bo/ncls was com- 
plete. After the bids'were withdrawn 
as a result of the Injunction, then the 
city officials we're empowered to sell 
the bonds at .-'private sale. It has been 
shown that the sale was legal, and the 
remaining fact is that Mr. Vadakin has 
entered into a conspiracy 
with Mr. 


Veach to secure delay in the sale of 
the bonds for their own selfish ends. 


corporation by whom said bonds have 
been prepared, advertised and offered 
for sale." 


The corporation officers had accept- 


ed bids until 32 noon, and refused to 
receive a bid that came after V2, noon, 
and when the bids were about to be 
opened and the bonds awarded, an in- 
junction was served, enjoining the sale 
on that day. Thereupon, the bidders 
withdrew their bids and went their 
way. 
As said before, if bids had not 


been withdrawn, there was no reason 
why an award could not have been 
made and the bonds delivered when 
this injunction should be dissovled. 


This city had done everything re- 


quired by law, and was willing and 
ready to proceed to award 
the 
sale 


when 
stopped by this ' injunction, 


which this court held had no merit 
whatever. 


Under the general law .bonds are 


generally sold at private sale alone, 
unless some statute modifies that pow- 
er in the municipal officer. 


The city officials, the mayor, audi- 


tor and finance committee are empow- 
ered by the ordinance to advertise, sell, 
issue and deliver these bonds. They 
are the authority to determine whether 
or not these bonds were offered and 
remained unsold, then they had 
the 


right to sell at private sale. 


We claim they did sell them honest- 


ly. If they were guilty of fraud and 
overreaching as plaintiff claims then 
the sale is yet good if they acted-with- 
in their power. 
Several cases were 


then cited to prove the foregoing as- 
sertion. 


Now, we claim in the first place that 


these bonds were issued and sold ac- 
cording to law in a regular and hon- 
est way and the sale should 'be sus- 
tained, the more so, as no fraud is,.at- 
leged in the petition and only, a' con- 
spiracy to sell these bon.dpir' for less 
than they were worth/or would have 
sold at public sale. / tVe further con- 
tend, if the sale,-ait these bonds was 
an unlawful .sale by reason of the of- 
ficers heretofore mentioned, exceeding 
theirr fjowers in dispensing of 
the 


A. A. Stasel's Argument. 


The summary of Mr. Stasel's argu- 


ment follows: It must be conceded 
that these bonds had been duly and 
legally authorized, the title of 
the 


bonds having been cleared by 
this 


court in a case brought for that pur- 
pose and nothing remained but to ad- 
vertise and sell them. 


The injunction in question now serv- 


ed by the officer of this 
county re- 


straining the city officers and agents 
from selling the bonds on December 
15, on the ground that the advertis- 
ment was not according to law. This 
service took place .after the bids had 
been received and the time for receiv- 
ing them had expired the bidders, one 
and all, withdrew their bids. This ac- 
tion 
left the city without a buyer of 


its bonds. 


These bids if retained by the city and 


left by the bidders could have been 
held until the injunction was disposed 
of and then the award made. The con- 
tract between the city and the high- 
est bidder could have been executed 
any time rfter the bid was aiode and 
the temporary restraining order dis- 
solved. 


Thereupon the city officials empow- 


ered to make the sale proceeded upon 
the understanding of the law to be 
that.the bonds had been advertised and 
offered and they sold the same at r>ri- 
vate sale as printed in the municipal 
code, section 97, R. S. 2709. 


"Provided, however, where any such 


bonds have been once advertised and 
offered for sale and the same or any 
part remain the same may be sold at 
private sale at not less than their par 
value, under the direction of the may- 
or and the officers and agents of the 


bonds at private sale, yet in the hands 
-of innocent purchasers not parties to 
that fraud they are good and bind- 
ing obligations of the city. 


The city council ordered the auditor 


to sell the bonds by ordinance and as 
same was advertised, which advertise- 
men was held good and valid by this 
court in the case of Smythe vs. City, 
and by the ordinance the mayor, audi- 
tor and finance committee were em- 
powered to sell these bonds. So that 
all matters affecting these bonds has 
been passed upon by a court of com- 
petent jurisdiction and the bonds are 
now asked to be cancelled because 
they were sold at private sale by the 
officers charged and authorized to do 
the same, for less than they would 
have brought at public sale. 


There is no allegation 
of fraud 


charged against the officers that there 
was a dishonest motive in so selling 
the bonds, or that these officers were 
to receive any benefit or consideration 
coming to them by reason of the sale. 


When the action is brought by the 


taxpayer not in the interest of the cor- 
poration, but in the interests of the 
Newark Water company, whose inter- 
ests are inimical to the interests of the 
city, the proceeding will not be enter- 
tained. 


Moreover, the 
plaintiff 
does not 


come into court with clean hands- He 
admits his purpose was to prevent the 
city building its own waterworks, not 
because any of its proceedings were il- 
legal, but because he was hostile to the 
improvement and the hostility attach 
ed him to Mr. Veach, who is hos- 
tile to the city's purpose to prevent by 
interference, if possible, the consum- 
maation of the desires of the city. 


We contend third, that the plaintiff 


has no right in this case or under the 
statutes upon which he bases the ac- 
tion to file a petition for any other 
relief in this case than that of injunc- 
tion against the issuing of bonds. 


Edward Kibler Speaks. 


Monday afternoon's session was op- 


ened by Edward Kibler, who said in 
substance: 


The plaintiff's claim is that there 


was no offer to sell the bonds at pub- 
lic sale for the reason that there was 
no acceptance of a bid. This is illog- 
ical, because if the highest bid had 
been accepted, the public sale would 


have been complete and binding. The 
point further 13, that a failure to make 
a public sale would only occur when 
there were no bidders. 
There wore 


seven bidders up to noon December 13, 
1004. 
Everything was done properly, 


that could be done up to noon of that 
day. 
The opening and consideration 


of the bids were mere details. The in- 
junction did not interfere with, abridge 
or operate against the oiler. It oper- 
ated only against the acceptance of 
the offer. 
The council was not re 


strained from receiving bids nor the 
bidders from making the bids. The in- 
junction simply prevented any action 
being taken on the bids. 


One of the defenses squarely made in 


this case is, that this action has been 
instigated not as a taxpayer's case in 
good faith, and not in the interest or 
for the benefit of the- city of Newark, 
but that the plaintiff is a figurehead, 
and in fact is a representative of the 
Newark, Ohio, Water company, whose 
20 year contract with the city is about 
to expire. The evidence shows that a 
written request was presented to the 
solicitor by two members of the bar, 
who, when the paper was presented to 
the officer that he would have just two, 
minutes to decide and make up his 
mind to grant or refuse the request. 
The official stated to the gentlemen 
that he desired sufficient time to ex- 
amine into the merits of the case, but 
the gentlemen declined to wait or al- 
low any further time than two minutes 
by the watch, and the interview ended. 


The solicitor did not refuse or de- 


cline to commence the action. The 
plaintiffs chose, to resori. to such do- 
ings and predicate 
their case upon 


theta-, and cannot complain if it should 
result as it ought to, in a dismissal of 
the action because brought without au- 
thority of law. 


In closing Mr. Kibler asked that the 


suit be dismissed on the grounds -that 
the plaintiff had not made the proper 
statutory demands upon the city solic- 
itor regarding the bringing of the ac- 
tion. 


Mr. Kibler was followed by Mr. F. 


V. Owen of Mt. Vernon for the defense 
who gave a review of tlie case, after 
which Judge Jones spoke at 3 o'clock. 
A' report of Judge Jones argument will 
be published Tuesday.
